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Ovr citizens pressed Gov. Hampton 
to remain over in our city until the 
president arrived. We are informed 
that he consented to do so late last 
night. We hope he will. He informed 
us last night that he would visit At- 
lanta during the fair. 


The Capital Question. 

Editors Contitution: Having in a 
previous article noticed some of the 
arguments advanced in favor of the 1e- 
moval of the capital from Atlanta to 
Milledgeville, I now propose to notice 
the argument, or rather the sentiment, 
that we should “return the capiial to 
the hails of our fathers.” This is a 
mere sentiment, and not an argument. 
If the halls of our fathers is the best 
place in the state for the capital, then 
it should be carried to the halls of our 
fathers. Ifitis not the best place in 
the state for the capital, then it should 
not be carried to those halls. The 
question would be more easily asked 
than answered, where are the halls of 
our fathers? Are they at Savannah, 
or Augusta, or at Louisville, or where 
are they ? How far back shall we go ? 
If antiquity 1s to be sought for, we wil! 
not gote Milledgeville. But if we do 
not return the capital to Milledgeville, 
wLat are we todo withthe old state 
house, and executive mansion, at that 
place? The old capitol could, and 
should be at an early day, converted 
into an asylum forthe insane of the 
state. Large as the present asylum is, 
itis too small to meet the demand 
that are made upon it, and the od 
capitol building could de fitted up at « 
comparatively small expense, so as to 
make room for these unfortunates o 
our state. Applicants for admission 
into the asylum bave been rejected in 
many instances, for the want of room 
to take care of them. More than one 
instance has come under my personal 
observation, where we had to send 
these unfortunates to esylums out of 
the state, at great expense and incon- 
venience to the relatives and friends of 
these aillicted ones. In other instan- 
ces, they have been confined in the 
county jails, all for the want of room in 
the asylum to take careofthem. It is’ 
a necessity therefore, that we have 
more room for this most unfortunate 
class, and I cant see how this can he so 
cheaply and easily eupplied, as by con~ 
vertivg the old capitol building into an 
asylum. The distance from the pres- 
ent asy!um io the old capitol is short, 
and it would be very convenient for 
the superintendent to get from the one 
to the other. 

Astothe executive mansion, that 
could be sold at seme price. A build- 
ing so good as this is, and in such a 
perfect state of repair asthis 1s repre~ 
sented to be in, will ceriainly bring 
some price. The mansion is a commo- 
dious building, and in a city the size of 
Milledgeville, with the character and 
wealth of its citizens, will bring some- 
thing. Theamount that the mansion 
would sel! for, could be appropriated to 
the fitting up of the old capitol build. 
ing tor the purposes indicated, and 
thus the necessary room could be pros 
vided for the lunatic, the insane aud 
the idiotic, ata small cost to the state. 

In an economical point of view, At- 
lanta is the better place for the capital, 
even it the city of Atlanta should not 
vive one dollar more than she has al- 
ready given toward the capitol. The 
present building in At anta is adequate 
for all the purposes of the state gov- 
ernment, while it is certain that the 
buildings in Milledgevilleare not. The 
representative nall in Milledge, ille is 
too small to accommodate so jarge a 
body as the house of representatives is 
as now composed. There are no rooms 
in the capitol building there that are 
suited for the agricultural and geologi- 
cal departments, or for a library room. 
These two departments will have to be 
dispensed with, or other buildings will 
have to be provided. The members of 
the legislature, as well as other large 
bodies, that assemble from time to 
time at the capital, can be better pro- 
vided for in Atiantathan in Milledge- 
ville, and at less expense. 

At present a body of two or three 
hundred persons could not be acco m- 
modated at Milledgeville; and | am 
inclined to doubt whether any man or 
set of men that have money to invest 
would be willing to invest a sufficient 
sum in Milledgeville to erect a build-~ 
ing large enough to accommodate a 
body so large as the general assembly, 
wit its clerks, etc., would be, when 
there would be no use ‘or such a hotel 
except once in two years. Capitalists 
are cautious, and are not likely to in- 
vest money where they know tht it 
will not pay a fair dividend on the in- 
vestment. 

It is- urged by some that the sur- 
roundings in Atlauta are such as lead 
the members of the legislature into vi- 
cious habits and evil practices; and 
that Muillecgeville, being a smaller 
place, thant they would not be sur- 
rounded by these evil influences, 

Observation has taught me that there 
is nothing in this suggestion. The man 
that is prone to evil will find song 
where ample opportunities to do 
‘wrong. Ascertainiy in Milledgeville, 
during the sessions, as at any other 
point. ‘The crowd that congregated at 
Milledgeville in times past, were not all 
saints. The gambler, the drinker, the 
lewd —all congregat-d there when tle 
general assembly met. Indee!, ‘he 
opportunities to do wrong are afforded 
everywhere, and the only prot: ction 
agaiost evil deeds, is to be found ia the 
man himself, and not in the place. It 
is ir sisied again that the lobby influen- 
ces are much greater in Atlanta than 
in Milledgeville. ‘ihis is not true. I 
will venture the assertion that the best 
lobbied body that ever assembled in 
Georgia, was the legislature of 1860 
that assembied at Milledgeville Hu: 
man ingenuity will never be able to 
devise means to prevent those who are 

interested, from assem bling 
wrere there is yreat interests involved. 

Tbere is a wantof fairness, if not a 
want of candor in those who make this 
argument; and, to a fair-.ninded, can- 
did man, the argument shows the 
weakness of the cause that has to be 
bolster d up in any such manner. I 
have made my article already too long, 
and will stop for the present.

CuatraNnooaa, Sept. 20, 1877. 
The Atlanta committee had an in- 
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terview with the president at 3 p m., 
Dr Miller presesented the invitation of the 
citizens and said: 


Mz. PRESIDENT: I am instructed by this large 
committee of citizens to present youa written 
invitation to visit the city of Atianta, the capi- 
tal of the state of Georgia. 

The pleasantest duty assigned me would not 
be fitly performed were I to omit the assurance 
that this invitation is no mere formality, but 
expresses the wish of an entire community, 
prompted by a desire to honor a patriotic and 
faithful public servant, 

Washington, the first and gréatest of your 
predecessors, amid the perplexing toils of his 
untried office, found time to visit various sec- 
tious of the litle states which then composed 
the Americaa union. Some of the marvelous 
success of his administration iu laying firmly 
and wisely the foundations of a government 
since beceme the wonder end admiration of 
mankind, was doubtless due to the intimate 
personal knowledge thus gained of the interests, 
necessiues and peculiarities of the somewhat 
discordant peoples composing a common coun- 
try. 

In one of his journeys he visited Georgia, the 
youngest and smallest of the sisterhood of 
s‘'ates No mav now living remembers that 
visit, but the citizens of our beautif.1! city by 
the sea side point out to the straugcr -he unpre- 
tending house which he eccupied.

They 
honored and respected me for it, 
and that is the way for us 
to meet, as brave men should meet, if not for~

At the depot, the prevailing idea 
seemed to be to get inside, where they 
could meet the train instantly on its 
approach. 

A SHOUT OF’ WELCOME. 
From the time the whistle of the en- 
gine was heard until it rolled into the 
depot, a yell was raised tnat could be 
heard a great distance off, 


THE ARRIVAL, 


When the train arrived at the Edge- 
field end of the bridge, the Burns ar- 
tillery commenced a salute of twenty- 
one guns, 

When the train arrived in the depot 
and came to a stand, Judge James 
Whitworth and several of the mem- 
bers of the general committee of ar- 
rangements entered the car and soon 
brought forth the party, headed by 
President Hayes, who was intruduced 
to Gov. Porter, and they walked arm 
in arm to the entrance of the depot. 
FREEDOM OF THE CITY, 


They were met by Mayor Kercheval, 
who, upon being introduced to the 
president, said: 

Mr. President, it gives me great 
pleasure to congratulate you upon your 
arrival, and welcome you on behalf of 
the citizens of Nashville. I throw 
open the gates of the city to you. 
Here is the key. I hope you will re~ 
ceive it. : 

Here the mayor handed the presi- 
dent a gilt key about eight inches in 
length. 

The president responded feelingly: 
“Mr. Mayor I thank you very cordially, 
I thank you ”’ 

Following the pres.dent and Governor 
Porter came Governor Hampton arm 
in arm with John F. Wheless, The 
four soou got in the carriage, which 
was prepared for them, drawn by four 
grey horses. In the second carriage 
was seated Mrs. Hayes, Secretary 
Evarts and daughter, Miss Bettie 
Kvarts, and ex-Governor Foote. Inthe 
other carriages were Burchard Hayes, 
Postmaster General David M. Key and 
others of the party, together with 
prominent citizens and Dr. Standiford 
and other railroad maguates from 
Louisville. 

As soon as the party were in the car- 
riages, Dr, Eve presented an elegant 
bouquet to Governor Hampton, which 
bore the inscription: “Governor Hamp 
ton, South Carolina’s noble son,” with 
the compliments of Mrs. J. D. Wheless. 
Oue was also presentei by tne same 
lady to the president, through Mr. 
W heless. 

The capitol grounds were fitled, it 
being impossible to estimate.the num- 
ber. Some placed it as high as 25,000. 

THE PROCESSION 


was composed as follows: Mounted 
police; chief marshal and aids, St.

well expfessed by a rustic darkey, who 
stood cael the crowd with open- 
mouthed AsOnishment: “Godamity, 
whar did all dese folks come from ?” 


The Louisville depot was fes'ooned 
with red, white aad blue bunting, ever- 


greens, and ornamented with smal! 
tiags. A large flag, gathered in folds, 
was suspended across the west end of 
the building. Large flags also extended 
across the east end and center of the 
building. A number of cedar boughs 
were placed in the yard and oraa- 
mented with diminutive flags. A large 
flag was suspended across the street 
from the Louisville to the Southwest- 
ern depot, and from every window of 
both depots hung smaller flags. A num- 
ber of flags hung from the windows of 
the oilices of the mayor and recorder. 
From every window of the second and 
third tloors of both fronts of the Max- 
well house hung a United States flag. 
Opposite this building was another 
handsome arch beariny.the inscription: 
“HE SERVES HIS PARTY BEST WHO BEST 
SERVES HIS COUNTRY.” 


On Church street appropriate deco- 
rations were made. 

Extending across the street in front 
of the residence of H.S. French was a 
large banner, on which was the words, 
‘Welcome to the president of the peo- 
ple.” 

Out from the residence of Mrs. Hettie 
Mck wen, on Spruce street, was extend. 
ed a considerably worn flag, above 
which was the inscription, ‘A union of 
hearts, a union of hands, and the flag of 
my country forever.” 

The most elaborate design of all was 
the grand triumphal arch erected at the 
eastern gateway to the capitol grounds 
Its dimensions were 26 by 50 feet. It 
was handsomely and tastefully orna. 
mented, and attracted unusual atten- 
tion. Upon it were inscri ed: 

“No South, No North, No East, No 
West.” 

“On Earth, Peace, Good Will toward 
Men.” 

These mottos were recognized as be- 
ing the general sentiment of the multi- 
tude of people who swarmed upon the 
capitol grounds. 

‘Lhe presideut uncovered and stand- 


in. erect, with one hand resting within 


tue folds of his closely buttoned coat, 
aud the other holding his hat waved 
salutes from his carriage to the hosts 
who were cheering him on all sides, 
The crowd was so dense and so turbu- 
lent with excitement over the strugyle 
who preferred positions close to the 
platform, that it was diflicult—indeed 
impossible to preserye order, and the 
speeches could only be heard by the 
few fortunate ones of the inner circle, 
for were pressed close up about the 
presidential party. 

Gov. Porter then introduced Presi- 
dent Hayes as follows: 

GOVERNOR PORTER'S ADDRESS, 


Mr. President: Ibid you welcome 
to the state of Tennessee, to a state 
whose citizens have always been 
prompt to render homage to eminent 
services by whomsoever performed, 
and whose respect for those in author- 
itv is coeval with the existence of their 
state government. ‘This oceasion 1s 
the result of a sentiment respectful as 
it is unselfish ; itis a voluntary tribute 
that comes from the approving judg 
ment of the people, and proceeds trom 
their gratitude to you lor bringing peace 
to their eountry. 
They believe that you have desired 
to make the military subordinate to 
the civil authority; that you are labor 
ing to enforce an absolute and uncon-~ 
ditional ciyil service reform; that you 
have been instrumental in securing 
home rule for the south; that you will 
never give “‘o party what was meant 
for mankind;” that you do not pursue 
the devious paths of policy, and that 
you are animated by the same spirit 
that controlled President Polk when he 
declared in his inaugural address that, 
‘Tbe constitution itself, plainly written 
as it is, the safeguard of our federative 
compact, the offspring of concession 
and compromise, binding together in 
the bor ds of peace and union this great 
and increasing family of free and inde~ 
pendent states, will be the chart by 
which I shall be directed.” 
The people of Tennessee are not un 
mindful of the fact that you have called 
to your assistance in the conduct of the 
affairs of *the federal government one 
of theirown honored fellow-citizens, 
one whose pure and stainless life is the 
warrant of a faithful administration of 
the department over which he pre- 
sides. I give expression to the hope 
that your visit to Tennessee will be an 
agreeable one, personally, that its in- 
fluence will suspend the animosities of 
the factions and contribute something 
toward the restoration of fellowship 
among all sections of the country, and 
again bid you welcome, 

PRESIDENT HAYES ADDRESS, 
It isa very great gratification, fel 
low-citizens, to meet this large assem- 
blage of the people of Tennessee. 
The terms in which I have been wel- 
comed by your governor seem to require 
of me a preparation greater than any 
circumstances have allowed me to 
make, and I regret that lam compelled 
to be content with talking in a plaix } 
conversational way, in regard to a few 
topics which it seems to me may be ap- 
propriately discussed on this occasion. 
I understand that I am in the pres~ 
ence of men of all political parties—olf 
both races—and of the brave men of 
both armies. [Applause.] I am very 
yiad so to meet the people of Tennesee, 
as what I have to say, I would prefer 
to say to both races,to both parties and 
to the men of both armies. [Loud ap- 
plause. | 
It has been my fortune during the 
past ten Gays to mingle quite largely 
with the veterans of the union army. 
| judge from what I koow and from 
what I have seen aad heard that I am 
now in the presence of more men of the 
confederate than of the union army. 
We at least understand each other. 
Between us there is no shadow to-day. 
(Prolonged applause.] The members 
of the cabinet and myself have traveled 
to different parts of the country, im- 
pelled by a variety of motives. We 
are glad to see this Hourishing city and 
beautiful country, and it is not disa- 
yreeable to us to be relieved fora time 
from our duties at Washington. 
But, my friends, we hope that some- 
thing may be done also by our ming- 
ling with the people to promote the 
cause which has brought this as:em- 
blege together. The cause of the union, 
the cause of the comstitution, the cause 
of barmony, the cause of friendship,the 
cause of peace. We trust that our vis- 
it in the different states will perhaps, 
in some degree, increase social inter- 
course between them;perhaps will tend 
also to increase business irtercourse be- 
tween them; will tend somewhat by 
the report of the proceedings to increase 
the knowledge of the people ofall the 
states. And to kuow each other is. I 
am sire, to increase our friendship fo 
each other, 

It is be@ause the soldiers of the two 
armies know each other better than 
other people, that they are more ree dy 
to clasp hands with each other. [Ap- 
plause ] I said at Louisville, in speak- 
ing of this subject, one thing that the 
reporters, who labored under more 
difficulties than those now before me, 
did not get quite fully. I understood 
to explain my view of how it happened 
that the war between us turned out as 
it did. It was a matter that we under- 
stand pretty well; yet I will give you 
my view oi it. I said to them there 
that when the wa: began our southern 
adversaries were a little better prepared 


we had good honest horsemen; but in 
proportion to numbers, you had a great 
many more good horsemen than we 
bad. You were educated as soldiers. 
We had to learn to ride and to shoot. 
Bot gradually, you know, we got to 
learn how to shoot and ride. Then the 
struggle came to be between Greek and 
Greek ; and here comes in what my 
friend, the reporter at Louisville, over- 
looked. Everybody knows that when 
the issue comes to that, Greek against 
Greek, that army will conquer which 
has the most Greeks. | Applause. ] 

Well, we fought it out, and the thing 
is ended. And now, you and I believe 
that there is no real cause of quarrel in 
this country left remaining. [Ap- 
plause. | 

We believe in the maxim that 
I saw over the gate down there, ‘‘Peace 
on Earth and Good Will to Men.” We 
have seen enough of wear. There is 
some difference between us and our 
more aged tellow-citizens who have not 
had the opportunities we have. 
heard from a distinguished union 
yeneral that the most eminent states- 
man, perhaps, at Washington had very 
contident ideas as to the brevity of the 
war. Ninety days was the first period 
set. Hesaid to Gen. Scott, “The very 
moment that we have a victory that is 
complete and general, there will be 
peace—that will be the end of it—the 
war willend with a victory.” General 
Scott says “No.” He had the idea that 
when the victory was complete, the 
soldiers would be at peace. But, said 
he, the trouble will be, it will take the 
overnment some years to get the bel- 
ligerant non-combatants to keep the 
peace. [Applause.]| So my friends, 
perhaps it turnsout, “But now I think 
the time has come when soldiers and 
citizens, the men who fought and the 
non-combatants will all agree that 
thisis the day of peace. [Voice from 
the crowd, “amen.”’] And I rejoice 
that the city of Nashville is doing so 
much in the: cause of peace. I look 
around, and [ know not how many 
institutions of learning are within) 
my vision. I know that you have 
made much provision for the educa- 
cation of the whites, and of the color- 
ed people also.” Now, my friends, this 
is precisely the thing which of all 
others in my judgment will do the 
most to bring about the exact condi- 
tion we want ip this country. Every 
interest vou have will be promoted by 
the mingling and entercourse which 
belongs to emigration end immigration, 
and to the exchange of populations 
between states, 
We have now reached, in the west, 
iny friends, the very margin of that 
rainless region where no agriculture 


which follow good government may be 
restored to the whole country, and that 
we wi'l bea free, happy, glorious and 
united people. [Loud and prolonged 
applause. | 

Throughout his speech, Governor 
Hampton was vociferously applauded, 
not only by those who could hear his 
remarks, but by those out of ear-shot 
who, under the, magnetism of his pres- 
ence, interrupted each gracefu! gesture 
and sympathetic glance of his eye, and 
yelled their approval. Tremendous 
aud long continued cheering at the 
conciusion attested how closely the 
people hold this representative south- 
ern leader in their hearts. 

Governor Porter next introduced 
the Hon. Wm. M. Evarts, secretary of 
state, whom everybody desired to hear, 
and it is ‘o be regretted the si! uation 
did not afford them better opportuni- 
lies. Mr. Evarts said: 

HON. WILLIAM, M. EVARTS, 

Fellow-Citizens: I shail not attempt 
by my voice to add anything to that 
which has been said by the president 
of the purposes, of the wishes, of the 
expectations of the government of the 
United States; but the methods which 
the government has adopted will tend 
to the unity, the peace and the happi- 
ness of the people. Governor Hamp- 
ton, of South Carolina, has said in the 
name, and in behalf of the people of 
his state, and as the representative for 
the moment for the great southern 
opinion and feeling, thatall accept it. 
For wherever we go we find that the 
people’s hearts and the people’s opin- 
ions all concur in one thing, that the 
American nation is to be united here- 
after; that itis to possess in peace the 
great land of its inheritance, and that 
if ever its passions and its power are to 
be exerted in war, it must be in a just 
cause and against a foreign foe. Cer- 
tainly, a Union man, born in Massa- 
chusetts and living in New York, 
ought to ieel that in Tennessee a Un- 
ion man may be at home, and that 


| Tennessee may think that a union of 


states is greater than any one state; 
Tennessee, that has given three presi- 
dents to the United States; Tennessee, 
whom in one president—your great 
military president—General Jackson, 
who stopped the discords and digor- 
ders that threatened the peace of the 
Union, and determined rather upon 
war than that the Union should be 
broken ; Tennessee, that furnished so 
lately a pperident tothe Uni‘ed States, 
Andrew Juhnson, who, when he was 
obliged to face the storm of party rage 
and maintain the integrity of the pres 
idency itself against the frowns of con- 
gress at variance with him, was main- 
tained by the constitution in his place,

Such schoo! houses scattered every- 
where will be a better advertisement 
of your country than any other that 
costs the same amount of money, which 
can be contrived.: Therefore, my 
friends, | rejoice that you ure doing so 
much in Nashville for the cause of ed- 
ucation. But, my friends, you will see 
by the size of this great crowd, by the 
noise that comes up to us from all 
parts of it, that they a it hearing 
what I say—that | xin speaking to 
these reporters ang a small circle 
aroundme. Itis véry interesting to 
ne, but Ll fear it is not very interesting 
o the rest of you. 
I thank you, govornor and friends, 
for the very warm and _ very 
hearty and,I am sure, the very sin- 
cere welcome you havegiyen us You 
welcome us, I think, because you think 
we arefsincerely in favor of that peace 
and harmony and union which you are 
in favor of. I now give place in order 
that others may address you. [Loud 
and prolonged applause, | 
[he president who was repeatedly 
interrupted with applause, following 
some pointed and felicitous suggestion, 
was congratulated by thousands of 
throats, at his conclusion, in the voci- 
ferous applause which attested the 
hearty approval of his auditers. 
As soon after as he could be heard, 
Gov. Porter introduced Goy. Hampton, 
of South Carolina, for whose presence 
the demand was now vehement, and 
continued. As the noble Carolinian ad- 
vanced to the tront, there followed the 
wildest demonstrations of enthusiasm. 
Gov. Hampton spoke as follows: 
GEN, WADE HAMPTON. 
My friends of Tennessee —Lf the pres- 
ident of these whole United States 
could not make himself heardin this 
crowd, how can the governor of one 
little state’? (Applause.) I wish that 
every man, and every woman, and 
child in this crowd could have heard the 
patriotic words which feil from his ex- 
cellency, the president, and not only 
they, but every manand woman in 
Tennessee, and in this broad land of 
ours. I’can say nothing more to add 
weight and power and emphasis to 
these patriotic words of the president 
of the United States. When he plant 
ed himself upon the constitution, un- 
der the jaws, holding up the flag of the 
whole country, and said that all peo 
ple, of all races, of all sections, were to 
be equal; when he deciared that he 
was the president of the whole coun- 
try, and not of a party; when he de- 
clared that the same laws which govy- 
erned Messachusetts should rule in 
South Carolina, and those which gov- 
erned Ohio should prevail in Louisi* 
aua, then 1 forgot, or if 1 did not forget, 
I placed in subordinatign the fact that 
| was a southern man, and remember- 
ed that | was again an American citi- 
zen. (Applause.) I then cordially, 
heartily, and eaynestly indorsed that 
pohey—though I think it is wrong to 
call it a policy, for it is true statesman- 
ship, true because it is right. I sus~ 
tained it cordially, and I have tried in 
my own limitea sphere to work out 
the same results which he has been 
carrying on on so yrand a seale ; and | 
come to you, people of Tennessee, and 
[havea right to speak to you, for in 
taat room is the portrait of the man

and his memory is now respected 
throughout the land as one of the most 
faithful and devoted servants of the 
country. | Applause} 

What share I had in the defense of 
that patriotic president, I regard as one 
of the chief opportuniti:s that a lawyer 
could never have to help uphold the 
institutions of his country. And now, 
for the future, what is there but to 
enjoy what is common in_ the 
past, the remembrance of the revolu- 
tion and the glories of the war of 1812? 

The next speaker introduced by the 
governor, was our own distinguished 
fellow-citizen, Hon. D. M. Key. 

HON. D. M. KEY 

Fellow~citizens: This crowd is too 
much for me to address. lam a very 
modest man. If lam not a Tennes. 
seean, lam nothing. It seems to me 
that since | was out of your state there 
has been an immense immigration into 
it. Where else could al! these people 
have ever come from. Tennesseeans 
are not usually a very enthusiastic 
people; yet I have traveled over a good 
deal of this country,and nowhere have 
[ found so enthusiastic a crowd. [Ap-~ 
plause.| They make more noise than 
the president. They have stronger 
lungs than Gov. Hampton, and there is 
uo use of a modest man like myself 
speaking against sych an immense as- 
sembly. buat really seriously, as a 
Tennesseean—as a ithern man—I 
rejoice ‘at this dem@stration, at the 
enthusiasm, at the unity of enthusi- 
asm which it indicates. You feel that 
the people of. Tennessee, just as the 
citizens of all the other states, are to 
control in their own way under the 
constitution of the United States with 
all its amendments, your own affairs; 
that all yonr citizens are equa! before 
the law. You feel that you have a 
president and administration that will 
not only do right by you, but by the 
people of the whole country, of ali 
races. I must say to you that I have 
been in New England (you have seen 
that,) | have been in Onio, I have been 
everywhere. In the most distant see 
tion of the country we have been met 
by the same cordiality, by a great en- 
thusiasm — enthusiasm not, I must say, 
equal to that which I now see 
in Nashville to-day. | Applause. ] 
As a Tennessean, as the humblest 
member of the cabinet of our presidént 
I thank you most heartily for fhe 
grand reception you have given ng I 
expected much of Nashville, but t did 
not expect so much as it has given us. 
[Appla use. } 

Upon repeated calls from the assem- 
blage Mrs. Haves came forward and 
bowed amid vociferous cheering from 
the multitude, after which the party 
moved to the custom house. 


LEAVING THE CAPITOL, 


As svon as the ceremonies were over 
the precession reformed and passed 
down Vine street and through the re- 
maining line of march to the custom 
house. Near Mrs. President Polk’s five 
hundred children from the colored 
Sunday schools were gathered together 
and sang ““Welcome.” President Hayes 
bowed and said: “I'am sure that all 
who heard the delightful religious 
strains are extremely gratified and 
obliged to you.” 

At the Polk place three cheers were 
given by the Burns’ artillery. 


AT WARD’S SEMINARY. 


The procession halted in front of 
Ward’s seminary. ‘he building was 
gaily decorated with flags, bunting, 
evergreens and hanging baskets of 
flowers. The Latin motto 


“LUX«DUX,”’ 
(Light or Learning is the Leader) was 
suspended high over the front. Below 
this was the word 


“WELCOME,” 


in bold letters, surrounded with flowers. 
Down on the broad galleries and «ut in 
yard settees were arranged, on which

j there is no need of my making two ad- 
dresses, one to the white men and an- 
other to the colored men ; therefore I 
propose tospeak to the colored man 
just as I speak to the white man, and 
the white man just as to the colored. 
|Applause.] I speak to the people of 
Tennessee just as I spoke to the peo- 
ple of Vermont. 

My thoughts have been that the inter- 

est of this country and the prosperity 
of this country require that every just 
cause of discontent in any y orany 
class of people ought to be removed, if 
1tcan be. We had a large part of the 
country not content with the condition 
of things. It was believed, or it -was 
claimed, that the colored people of the 
country would not be safe in their in- 
terests and their rights if the federal 
troops were withdrawn from the south- 
ern states. I believe thet the time has 
come when the cciored people 
of the south would be safer with no 
troops anywhere inthe south under- 
taking to protect them than they 
would be with such troops trying to 
protect them. [Applause.] I believ~ 
ed then, as now, alter almost six 
months’ trial, that the majority of the 
people of the south—the white ple 
of the south—have no desire to invade 
the rights of the colored people so as to 
make it all necessary to have feleral 
bayonets in their midst. [Applause. ] 
) think the colored people are safer to- 
night with their rights in Tennessee 
with no federal bayouets undertaking 
to protect them, than they were wheu 
there were armies here trying to pro- 
tect them. [Applause.] 
Another thing, the southern people 
were in that condition of dissatistaction 
that all could see that their attention 
was withdrawn from agriculture, from 
commerce, from manufactures and 
from business by political discussion. 
My friends, there is a time for political 
discussion, but it is not all the time. 
At least an important part of the time 
of every community should be given 
up to business and to industry, and if, 
by any measre of government, con- 
tent can be restored: quiet can be re- 
stored; peace and suatisfaction be re- 
stored, I beiieve that isthe wise policy 
to pursue; and I think this is the key 
to the whole matter that has been 
done. AsI said at Cincinnati, what 
has been done was not merely because 
of any need of our doirg it, but we 
done it because, under our oaths regis- 
tered in heaven, we believed that it 
was just and right to do it. [Ap- 
plause ] ; 
All Il have to say to you is that | wish 
to be able to carry to the northern peo- 
ple the information that every right 
secured by the amendments to the col- 
ored peopie by the constitution will be 
cheerfully accorded to them. Let us 
understand that peace at last reigns 
supreme and unbroken throughout 
this whole country. | Applause.] With 
that era prosperity dawns upon the 
southern country such as we have 
never seen since the slavery agitation 
began. 

If the industry of any part of the 

country is neglected the whole country 

has to suffer. The prosperity of the 
whole country is the prosperity of all 
its parts—of ali sections--of all states.

With these your prosperity is assured. 

About education, it is simply this: 

Let the Scotchman, the Swede, the 

German, or any other of the best for- 

eign people that come to this country, 

understand that theirchildren can be 
freely educated in public schools and 
itis a better advertisement for your 
state thanSany you can get for the 

amount of meney it will cost. This, I 

believe, 1s the idea of Tennessee; hence 

itis thatin Nashville you have such 
schools, such institutions of learning. 

I say education brings immigration of 

the best kind. Let it have your sup- 

port, and with this and with peace, 
prosperity is yours.

VHE REMOVAL QUESTION. 


The Americus Republican, one of the 
most influential and widely circulated 
journals in southwest Georgia has 
some exceedingly sound and practical 
views on the removal question. Under 
the caption which we have written 
apove, the Republican says: 

The fact that Milledgeville was the capital so 
long atime does notgive her a claim to it’ 
neither does the fact that Atlanta was the cap- 
itala short time give her a claim. Neither of 
these places, nor any other one, has any positive 
title toit. The capital shall be located where 
the best interests of the state require it—where 
the public business can be carried on best. 
This, it seems to us, isthe whole matter in a 
nutshell 

The question then arises, can the public bus- 
iness be carried on best in Milledgeville or At- 
lanta? This yery voter muet decide for him- 
self, and when he decides }>t nim vote accord- 
ingly. Prejudices, partiality and self interest 
should be Jaid aside,and the question should be 
decided for the best interests of the state 

The manner in which the capital was moved 
to Atlanta has nothing to do with the question 
now. Itvery properly had weight with the 
convention to prevent that body from establiab- 
ing the capital there, and thus confirming tbe 
fraud put upon us by the radicals. But, being 
submitted to the people, the matter takes a new 
aspect, and the people have justas much right 
to locate the cepital in Atlanta now as they 
would have had ip former times to remove it 
from Milledgeville and locate it elsewhere In 
other words, the matter starts de “ovo, just as if 
it never had been tampered with by the radi 
Cals.

HAULING WHEAT, 


Importaut Change in the Direction 
faken by Grain to reach the Sea- 
port— Benefits to Atlanta and Geor- 
gia. 


Recently there has been a great 
change in the through freight of wheat, which 
is likely to act greatly to the benetit of Georgia 
and particularly of Atlanta. 

Before the war much of the wheat raised in 
Kentucky, north Alabama and Tennessee, 
came over the state road to Atlanta, was then 
carried to Augusta, thence to Charieston, 
for exportation. Since the war, however, a!l the 
wheat north of Georgia which has been expor- 
ted has taken another course. It has either been 
carried to Noifork or Bal'imore for exportation. 
The amount and value of this buriness have 
been wonderfully great aud more than one of 
the leadiag roads of Tennessee, Kentucky and 
Virginia have found in the wheat crops an an~ 
nual bohapga. They quietly enjoyed this 
privi'ege until the recent Strikes 
disturbed railway communication with 
Baltimore, at least to the extent of making pro- 
ducers and bankers somewhat loth to ri:k the 
precarious conditions that surrounded all the 
northern aud western roads Then began 

AN IMPORTANT CHANGE 


in the direction of the great wheat crop which 
wae justfully comingin, It fell back into its 
old route to the sea, and began to pour dowu to 
Chattanooga by the Memphis and Charleston, 
and the Nashville and Chattanooga ra'lroads, 
then to come on to Atlanta, and from here to be 
carried on to Augusta, then to Port Royal or 
Charleston. 

The management of the Western and Atlantic 
road, With its usual clear-headedness, seized 
this business at once, and by skillful combiuas 
tious, offered to shippers inducements superior 
to those they enjoyed at the hauds of the west- 
ern roads, The matter was 80 well managed that 
when the strikes endedand the cold route was 
open for wheat it secined siow to take,it, but con- 
tinued to come over the new and shorter way 
;O the sea. Sonre idea of the great increase 1m 
the hauling of through wheat by the Western 
and Atlantic road may be gathered from the 
following statement: 

last year the whole amount of wheat turned 
over by the Western and Atlautic to the Georgia 
roud was 8,444 bushels and of this amount only 
3,584 bushels weut beyond Augusta. 

This year there were already shipped beyond 
Au..us'a by way of Atlanta 65,433 bushels in 
the month of August alone or over fifteen times 
as much asthe whole amount of last year, and 
the business is by no means yet complete for the 
present year. 

The great incr ase of wheat freight by this 
new route began iu the latter part of July. Up 
to the present date ratio of the re- 
markable increase aboye noticed has 
been Keptup and the total through shipments 
of the present year will present a moet striking 
contrast to those of the past One hundred cars 
of’ wheat for Charleston came over the Western 
and Atiantic railroad during the months of 
July and August. Most of this was exported. 

The through wheat already brought by 
Atlanta has proven no small item. 


FINANCIALLY CONSIDERED 

The revenue from this source has been 
$5,024.76 for the Western and Atlantic railroad, 
all of which has come into Georgia and in an 
indirect or direct way benefilted our people 
It has paid for Georgia coal 
to haul the whceet and has 
paid the wages of Georgia workmen who han- 
dled. 

The above amount only applies to-one road, 
and another Georgia road also reaped consider- 
able tinancial benefit from the same sourc?. 

It will thus be seen that if the great wheat 
crop of Tennessee and Kentucky could be 
brought by this route, it would be anitem of 
immense importance to our state. 

The new route seemsto oiler every advar- 
tage. 

Yesterday there were car loads of wheat at the 
Western and Atlantic Gepot which lie!t Louis- 
ville only 36 hours before. They can be carried 
to Charleston from here in less than 36 bours, 
and so in the space of about 60 to 7 
hours after the wheat leaves the spot where it 
was produced it can be at the wharf for expor 
tatiou. The distance is much shorter by tbe 
new route, being greatly at adyantage in this re- 
spect over both Baltimore and Norfolk, which 
points are reached from the grvin sections only 
by long and devious routes. There is no reason 
why the great bulk of Tennessee and Kentucky 
wheat shonld not come by Atlanta and go to 
the South Crrolina ports. The whea« grown in 
these states can be shipped much sooner thar 
that grown iu the northwest. It is freer from 
water, and flour made trom it is heavier and does 
not require a kilu drying process to prevent its 
molding on long voyages. This preparation 
must be given to the Illinois and other wheat 
in that latitude. Southern wheat is,in this 
respect much more like the splendid grain of 
California. The Western and Atlantic and 
Georgia roads will of course make strong ¢fforts 
to keep thisimportant addition to their buzsi- 
ness, and wilil strike for still further additions 
from tue ssme source, The great roade of the 
west will not readily relinquish thelr hold on 
80 profitable h source of ‘revenue 
and there will probably ensue a war of 
ihrough rates. Therefore, it may be necessary 
for the Georgia roads to haul this wheat at a 
price which will hardly pay expenses of trans 
portation. Itis caimed by experienced rai)- 
road men that this will be impossible if legis- 
latures begin to tainper with rates anc prescribe 
that the roads sha'i rezgulace their rates aceord-~ 
iug to the formu #® of men who kuow notbing 
of the operation or the science of railroading 
even in its simplest forms 

If the Georgia roads are let alone, and allowrcd 
to manage this matter as they please, it may be 
of vast value to the state.

Crowds came in at every station to see the 
distinguished passenger. At Dal- 
ton a large crowd assem bled 
and the governor spoke quite at leugth A 
special table and a reception awaited him at 
the hote! at that pla:e. The governor yielded 
at length to the earne:t solicitations of many 
citizens, and got off the train amid the cheers of 
the crowd. He was conducted by the Guards 
lo the Markham house, w!/iere the arcades were 
densely packed, above and be'ow, with anxious 
epectators. The governor and his secretary were 
eseorted by a number of leading citizens, and 
others pressed around by scores for the privilege 
of shaking a great man’s hand, 
calied for, Governor Hampton rose on au im- 
promptu platform and said :

mightany moment be sprang by hostile hands 
—we knew that we had the sympathy of the 
people of Georgia, and could depend upon their 
most etlective support. i have just returned, as 
you ell must be aware, from atour to the west, 
where I wentior the purpose of meeting aud 
greeting Presideut Hayes as soon as he landed 
upon southern soil. I met him in Louisyilie. 
He wae received there with the hospitality that 
is characteristic cf southern men aud of Ken- 
tuckians. I was with him at Nashville and at 
Chattanooga, where he was met with the same 
hospitable welcome. I did it because he 
deserves the thanks of the southern people for 
dealing impartially and justly with us.
